THE PREFENT CONDITION OF THE TUNNEL.

The tunne! has now advanced to Barclay strest,
opposite the corner of the Astor House. The
mason worl: follows the shield and keeps it

mee, and the masonry is never six inches be-
Eind the ehicld, The latter is the faithful watchl
dog of the former—always at Its heels. There
48 no chance for nuy earth to [all from the inter-
vening distance, and thos everything is rendered
secure. The muson work Is a perfect circle, ex-
eeuted by skilled masons, of 4 thickuess of nine
incher, of bricks on end, closcly cemented and
accurately fitted.

The tunuel I8 of conrse elreular. In order to
get a base for the transmission of passengers a
substantial floor, eighteen inches from the lowest
point of the bottom arch, will be laid. On this
lioor i& to be a railroad track of iron of o guage
of about three feet. The car traverses this
track, and is to be made of wood and light iron.
It will eeat elght pereons, and the fare, though
not fixed, wlll_ be nominal, probably ten cents,
The car, it should be understood, will be closely
fitted to the tube, s0 that no alr can escape.
The car recembles a box made In the shape of
an old-fashioned wagon top. snd has attach-
ments and running gear of the lightest deserip-
tion. As many cars as the publiec demand eslls
for will be provided. Besides the car a small
tube of a diameter of two feel, made of iron,
will run the entire length of the tunnel for the
transportation of small packuges, In the centre
of the tube, between the tracks, on the bottom
Of the tunnel.

being given as they were:” nand that “‘most
Sepators have n confidential fricnd who attends
to these little outside business arrangements for
them.”

As these statements charge by unmistakable
inference that my action in that cause was in-
duced by » money consideration, 1 am con-
strained to take notice ef them, aud to ask you
the following questions:— ¢ :

First. Did you make, in the statement attri-
buted te you, the words of which are partially
quoted nbove 7

Second, Have you any reason to believe that
money was pald to me by any person in consl-
deration of my vote for the acquittal of Mr.
Johuson, or that that vole was mdueed by lin-
proper iufluences of any nature whatever

Third. Have yon any resson to believe that
any person received money with the undor-
srutul*n;; or expectation that my aetion in thit
matter would be influenced thereby: and if =0,
who ?

Fourth. Have yon any reason to believe thut
any person was offerod money, or any other
consideration, with the understanding or ex-
pectation that my action would be intlnenced
thereby: and i £0, who, and what wae the con-
sideration ?

As this matter has again been brought promi-
nently to public notice in the pretended revela-
tions al.lrfhuted to you, | shall now seek re-
dress in the courts, If necessary. I trust yon
will nngwer these interrogations fully and ex-
plicitly. You must eee, os | do, that it Is due to
myself and to the public that you shonld divulge
all facts in your possesslon, and even grounds
for eusplelon that have any relation whateyer to
mysell.

To your fourth and last inquiry, I state that
Perry Fuller was offered several thousand dol-
Iurs, with the expectation that he could influence
your anction in the premises. I state further,
that Fuller declined receiving it, replying to
the offer that he conld not accomplish anything
therewith, and that {Our action on the question
of impeachment conld not be affected thereby.

A Londy Attempts to Seoll the State of Malne—
sirnnge Conducet of Leginlntors,

An Augusts  letter-writer to the Portland

There was a singular and unfertunate scene
ocenrred this morning at the State House.
Mrs. Jane P. Tharston, of Portlaud, hiad caused
notice of & sale of the State of Muine, its rights,
appurtenances, ¢te,, to be posted up on the doors
ol tie State Honse, nnd a little before 10 o'clock
she mscended the Speaker's rostrum and pro-
ceeded, i a manner worithy of Henry Balley
in Lis palmlest days, to sell tho State. One
Senutor bid $15,000,000, nnd another #17,-
000,000, A Representative bid §20,000,000, till
at Inst she made one better and struck 1L off
to hersell and took her seat in the Spoaker's
chinir. As far as this all went well; but the time
for the opening of the session had now arrived,
and Mrs. Thurston was Tu!ile]y requested to
vome down from her position, but she declined
to do so, saying she had bought in the State nnd
must stny niud keep ber position. The Clerk of
the House of Representatives, presiding, thon
promptly ordered the messengers to take her
out of ¢f armis. A scene of creat confusion
ensued. Mra, Thurston declared that she would
not remove from her place, and especlally that
slie would not be removed l?- force, The mos-
sengers secured her, and endeavored Lo remove
her. Blie made considerable resistance, and aald
that she would move if the officers would let her
alone, but the latier were again ordered by the
Clork to elesr the desk and procure order, so
that the organization of the House might be
woceeded with., The members began (o bog
Irs. Thurston 1 go oul guietly, Bome
members began to be pgreatly exeited, and
the feeling was  decldedly dupleasant all
around. 1t was Indeed sad to sec a woman
In 80 bumilisting a position. 8She grasped
the face of owe of the messsngers very
flercely, and only through the lnterposition
of Mr, Vioton, of Gray, and some other gentle-
men of Portland, Mrs, Thurston was at last per-
suaded (o retire to the Secretary’s room, and
the organization was proceeded with, but the

unplensant feellng wus 8o greal that the prayer’

of Rev, Mr. Bingham, which was the firet ser-
vice of the organization, was hardly listened to,
In spirit at least. By degrees the fecling sub-
sided, bat before the morning session closed the
subject was taken gp at every dinner-table in
town, and the matter was universally regretted
by all a8 » very unfortunste circumstance, be-
cause the subject of it was a woman, and one
who I# deemed to be demented upon one sub-
ject, although perfectly sane upon all others.
Mrs. Thurston was afterward invited to go to
diuner at the Central House by €Colonel Drew,
Becretary of State, who sald that Mr. Harrls, the
polite Superintendent of the State Bulldings,
should be kept in as keejer of the State property
In trust for Mrs. Thurston, or the rightful owner
thercof. We saw Mrs, Thurston n the Btate
Library in the afternoon, still looking up legal
authorities, and friends tried w0 porsuade her to
refurn home to-morrow.

Governor Geary 18 s pretentious, fussy sort of
publie functionary. He is all the time attitudi-
niring. He is nothing If not stalwesqus, Ile
roems always to be standing for his photograph,
He le never happy out of his reglmentals. Asn
u eoldler, he wana arrogant and boastful, and
caunot help being so In the station in which the
money of the Union Leagues hns put him and
retalns him. These are the characteristies, we
regret o eay, of hils recent executive mani-
festo. It & Geary all over., The maos-
sage opens with o tromendons explosion
of plety, winding up with a grotesque
auti-climax, where he tells the Legislature
that he trosts their action, during the coming
eeeeion, will be equally scceptable to “the
Almighty and our common constituonts.” He
Informs thie publie that it has been the practice
of all his predecessors, {rom “‘the great and
pious Willlam Penn” downwards, to say their
prayers In public. This may be #o; but there is
a vagno impression on our minds, albelt not so
faanilinr with Pennsylvania history as Governor
Geary, that William Penn and the denomination
of Christinns to which he belonged never have
been much addicted to the ostentatious use of
the Almighty's name, and that It would puzzle
any one to clte an instance of thelr having been
g0, Lord Nelson and Governor Geary were and
are very fond of it. This, however, is a small
matter,

We do not, of course, follow the Governor in
all his local suggestions, confesslng, howewver,
our amagement at the tirade which, in connec-
tlon with the pending election of State Treasu-
rer, he fulminates against his own party and
the present Republican Incnmbent. “Unlawful
use of Btato funds;" “subsidies trom sources that
dare not be revealed;” ‘'acts positively prolil-

We have read and reroad
this message with infinite eare, and, though It
discusees nmtters of national finance, from be-
ginning to end there Is not one single word in
favor of the inviolability of the publie fmth or
the honest way of paying the publie debt, Not
one word or letter !  Senator Bherman or Gene-
rnl Butler might with perfect consistency say
all which Geary says. The ghost of Thaddeus
Stevens, the great greenback teachor, is in arms,
and awes Geary. i'..-.t us hear no more, then, of
Pemoeratic  repudiation.  While Governor
Hoffman speaks out like a man on this subject,
the radical Geary is aus dumb as the grave.
We have no desire to do Mr, Geary Injustice;
and if any one of his friends—the Public
Lodger or the I'ress, for example—will polnt
out our error on this head, we will cheerfully
correct it. In a Pennsylvania Governor suc
sllence Is espocially mischievous when we re-
member her legiglution of vears ago, when the
arrears of interest were arbltrarily reduced and
her antecedent loans taxed, and the insulting
-etter which, at the begiuning of our civil trou-
bles, the then State Treasurer wrote to a distin-
guished Now York banker who simply asked fo
justice. Governor Genry's remedy [or our finan-
¢ial troubles is “*an expansion of the bank cur-
rency;” “no contraction ef greenbacks;" *liberal
appropriations (by Congress, of course) to rall-
rouds, manufactares, and every project that will
afford employment to tolling millions;” and ()
a “natural and consiant return to specie pay-
ments.”  On this neutral mixture prescription
we have no comment to make,

Sile¢nt a8 to the public faith, Governor Geary
is loud-mouthed as to the Gem of the Antilles
und the immediate recognition and early acqui-
sition of Cuba; in fact, 20 emphatic as to call
forth from the l]rruss an earnest rebnke for his
impatience. e Is in truth, in absolute revolt
against the Federal administration; and, though
his” historieal precedents of recognition as to
what he calls “the French Revolution," Greece,
Hungary, and Poland, are strangely muddled
up, there is no mistake #s to the desired result.
